VANDALS have forced a council 
to scrap a sensory garden just 
four months after it was set up 
in a public park. 

Plants have been regularly 
uprooted and decorative stones 
scattered at the garden, which is 
part of Newmarket’s Memorial Hall 
Gardens. 

Earlier this year a children’s sunflower 
growing contest was mined when the 
plants were pulled up within days of being 
planted. 

Now Newmarket Town Council is 
considering replacing the four beds in the 
garden. 

One suggestion is to replace the garden 
with a youth shelter. But Cllr Bill Burch, 
who chairs the council’s leisure services 
committee, said he was opposed to the 
idea. 

Cllr Burch said: “The garden has been 
vandalised so many times we can’t keep 
anything there. We’re fighting a losing 
battle. 

“It’s a shame. I would like to see some 
seats there for people. But a youth shelter? 

No way.” 

Two copper wind chimes and copper 
toadstools have been stolen from the 
garden.

Keith Mumford, of Forest Heath 
District Council’s environmental 
services, has also lodged an objection on 
noise grounds. 

But Michelle Hazlewood, a solicitor 
acting for Marston’s, the owners of the 
White Hart, has argued that the beer 
garden should be opened after 11pm to 
stop drinkers standing in the High 
Street. She said there was currently a risk 
of public nuisance or disorder caused by 


people standing outside the bar to 
smoke. 

The White Hart currently has a drinks 
licence to 2am on Friday and Saturday 
nights and 1.30am on Thursdays with 
closing half an hour later. 

Mathilde Texier, who lives nearby, is 
one of two residents to have objected. 
She said, in a letter to the council’s 
Licensing Act Sub-Committee, that the 
noise from people using the beer garden 
patio prevented her from hearing her 
television. 

She said: “Extending drinking hours 


in Newmarket, whether outdoor or 
indoors, is a step backward as it only 
promotes binge drinking and anti-social 
behaviour.” 

She said: “We need to improve this 
town not make it worse.” 

Another resident, lanice Cohen, said 
extending the opening hours of the 
garden area at the White Hart would 
only “extend the misery further into 
already disturbed nights”. 

The sub-committee is due to consider 
Marston’s application at a meeting on 
Monday

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She said that parents 
did not encourage 
their children to treat 
the garden with res¬ 
pect. 

She said it was too 
costly to keep replac¬ 
ing the plants and 
accessories. 

But covering the 
area with tarmac 
would cost nearly 
£2,000 and block 
paving would cost 
nearly £3,000 

Warning signs and a 
fence around the gar¬ 
den would be unlikely 
to deter vandals. 

She said a youth

cost more than £5,000, 
would be likely to 
attract grant funding.

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Wife says no-one is 
to blame for tragedy

THE wife of a man believed to 
have been crushed to death by 
a cow has said she does not 
blame anyone, or the animal, 
for the tragedy. 

Sue Whiting, whose husband Philip 
- known as Pip - died while helping 
out on a friend’s farm, said: “There’s no 
blame to be laid at anyone’s door. 

“The only ones who know what 
happened are Pip and the cow. The 
rest is just speculation.” 

Mr Whiting, 47, was initially thought 
to have been trampled by cows as he 
helped get them in at Leechmere 
Farm, Fordham, on Saturday, July 3. 

But Mrs Whiting said after speaking 
to the coroner she believed a single 
cow had fallen on him and had caused 
further injuries as it struggled to get 
up. 

She said Malcolm and Lynn Palmer, 
who own the farm, were good friends 
and had been horrified by what 
happened. 

“Lynn found him and stayed with 
him the whole time,” said Mrs Whiting, 
of Heath Farm Road, Red Lodge. 

Mrs Whiting, who was away with her 
son Luke, 20, said: “We were on 
holiday in Greece at the time and we

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only found out when we came home. 

“It’s such a terrible shock. It was 
milking time and he went to get the 
cows. The cows came back, but he 
didn’t.” 

Mr Whiting, a former mechanic who 
was an instructor at Cambridge 
Regional College’s motor vehicle 
department, stored old vehicles at the 
farm and had known the Palmers for 
about 18 years. 

Mrs Whiting said: “He helped out 
with the milking and he loved the 
cows. He used to call them his girls. 

“I want to thank everyone for all 
their helpful messages, especially 
Malcolm and Lynn. So many people 
knew him.” 

Mr Whiting, originally from 
Sawston, worked at various garages 
throughout the region, including 
Marshall’s, before gaining employment 
at CRC. 

He was a keen motor-racing fan and 
also raced in autograss events, first in a 
Mini and later in a Vauxhall Nova. Mrs 
Whiting was also an autograss racer. 

They moved to Red Lodge after they 


were married in 1983. 

Their son had just graduated with a 
degree in physics at Robinson College, 
Cambridge. 

“Pip was so proud of him,” said Mrs 
Whiting. 

Colleagues at Cambridge Regional 
College, in King’s Hedges Road, spoke 
of their shock at Mr Whiting’s death. 

Alan Ward, head of the college’s 
engineering academy, said: “Philip had 
worked at the college for two-and-a- 
half years and was an instructor in the 
motor vehicle department. He was 
popular and hard-working and a great 
member of the team. He will be very 
much missed. 

“We are deeply shocked to hear of 
Philip’s death and our thoughts and 
sympathies are with his family.” 

An inquest into Mr Whiting’s death 
was opened last week at Wisbech. 

Mr Whiting’s funeral is due to take 
place on Tuesday, July 20, at West 
Suffolk Crematorium, Bury St 
Edmunds at 11.15am. 

His family have requested donations 
to the East Anglian Air Ambulance 
instead of flowers.

‘Disappointed’ town 
councillor resigns

A TOWN councillor has resigned after 
just three years in office. 

A vacancy on Newmarket Town Council is 
due to be advertised after the resignation of 
Bob Cole, who represented the town’s 
Studlands Park ward. 

Mr Cole, 66, who lives on the Studlands Park 
estate, would not comment on the reasons for 
his resignation when contacted by the Weekly 
News. 

He said: “I would rather not say why I’ve 
resigned. If the council wish to release a 
statement that’s up to them. 

“I feel disappointed. I've done my best for the 
estate.” 

It is understood that his resignation is linked 
with the mystery over the non-attendance at 
meetings for more than a year by Cllr Jonathan 
Richer, the council’s other representative of the 
Studlands Park ward. 

Cllr Richer, 38, who lives in Rous Road, 
Newmarket, was cleared of breaching the 
council’s code of conduct earlier this year. 

He had faced a complaint about bullying, 
intimidation and bringing the council into 
disrepute. But the complaint was rejected after 
an investigation.

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His continued absence has been surrounded 
by mystery. 

The town council has refused to release 
details of meetings at which the issue was 
discussed - despite an application by the 
Weekly News under the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act. 

Cllr Richer has said he cannot comment on 
the reasons for his absence due to 
confidentiality issues. But he said he would 
attend the next full meeting of the council on 
Monday, July 26. 

Isabelle Barrett, the town clerk, said that the 
mayor, Cllr Mick Jefferys, would announce Mr 
Cole’s resignation at the meeting. 

The council will have to advertise a vacancy, 
which it could fill by co-option, because the 
resignation was more than six months before 
the next council elections in May of next year. 

Cllr Richer and Mr Cole were co-opted onto 
the council after insufficient candidates came 
forward to fill all the seats at the last election in 
2007. 


Fixtures list 
delay ‘could 
cost jobs’ 


A LEADING race¬ 
horse trainer has 
warned of possible 
redundancies and 
stable closures due 
to delay in the 
publication of the 
2011 racing fixtures 
list. 

A dramatic drop 
in income from the 
Horseracing Betting 
Levy has led the 
British Horseracing 
Authority (BHA) to 
delay the publi¬ 
cation of the fix¬ 
tures. 

Mark Tompkins, 
who chairs New¬ 
market Trainers’ 
Federation, said: 
“This delay will 
make life increas¬ 
ingly difficult for 
trainers who are 
already feeling the 
effects of the sig¬ 
nificant drop in 
prize money. 

“This has a 
knock-on effect 
which will impact 
on everyone con¬ 
nected with the 
industry. 

“Staff redun¬ 
dancies will increase 
and trainers will be 
forced out of bus¬ 
iness. 

“This lack of 
funding must be 
addressed as quickly 
as possible and the 
betting industry 
must be made 
aware of the dam¬ 
age the delay is 
causing.” 

Paul Fisher, chief 
operating officer of 
Jockey Club Race¬ 
courses which own 
and manage New¬ 
market and Hunt¬ 
ingdon racecourses, 
said: “Racecourses 
are businesses like 
any other, and it is 
important for us to 


have certainty over 
fixtures and funding 
to plan our race 
days and events. We 
make a major con¬ 
tribution to local 
jobs, tourism and 
growth and that is 
important to com¬ 
munities in these 
difficult economic 
times.” 

Nic Coward, chief 
executive of the 
BHA, said: “The 
BHA has been left 
with no choice but 
to delay the publi¬ 
cation of the fixture 
list in the face of the 
current uncertainty. 

“This is massively 
frustrating, partic¬ 
ularly as in many 
ways the sport’s 
hard work to pre¬ 
pare for and beat off 
the worst of the 
recession is going to 
plan. 

“The Levy under¬ 
pins the fixture list, 
tens of thousands of 
people depend on it 
for their livelihoods 
and this year we are 
facing a catastrophic 
cut in income. It is 
not fair and not right 
that the people 
working in racing 
should suffer as a 
result of the maj¬ 
ority of the betting 
industry looking to 
bypass the Levy in 
order to maximise 
their own profits.” 

The Levy income 
has dropped to 
£76.5 million from 
£115.3 million over 
the past two years. 

The BHA has said 
that loopholes in the 
system are being 
exploited by book¬ 
makers moving and 
basing their bus¬ 
inesses offshore. 


Free swimming 
scheme set to end 


FREE swimming for 
over 60s and under 
17s will end this 
month after the 
government with¬ 
drew support for the 
scheme. 

The two-year 
scheme was due to 
run to at least next 
March. 

Now Anglia Com¬ 
munity Leisure, 
which runs the 
pools at Newmarket 
and Mildenhall, has 
announced a £1 
swimming deal for 
under 17s - less 
than half the normal 
price of £2.10. 

There is also a 
new loyalty card 
scheme which en¬ 


titles people of all 
ages to a free swim 
after getting five 
stamps. 

Tony Bass, chief 
executive for Anglia 
Community Leisure, 
said: “We will be 
offering £1 swims 
for the under 17s 
and a new summer 
swim loyalty card to 
offer everyone who 
swims on five occa¬ 
sions to get the next 
one free. 

“We already offer 
generous discounts 
for over 60s and 
those on benefits so 
we hope everyone 
will take advantage 
of the new deals.” 
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US fighter pilot dies 
after Bible session 


A YOUNG American 
fighter pilot died after 
collapsing at a Bible 
study session in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

Captain Samuel Robertson, 
26, who was based at Laken- 
heath and lived in the city 
died after being taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

He flew single-seat F-15C 
Eagle jets as a member of the 
base’s 493rd Fighter Squadron. 
He had been based at Laken- 
heath for 13 months. 

He was taken to hospital at 
about 9pm last Wednesday 
after collapsing at the Bible 
study session. 

A spokeswoman for the East 
of England Ambulance service 
said paramedics were called to 
an address in Howard Close 
just after 9.15pm after a report 
of a man aged approximately 
25 with breathing difficulties 
and cardiac arrest. 

She said that resuscitation 
techniques were used and he 
was taken to hospital under 
blue light conditions. 

A statement from the base

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said he was certified dead at 
about 10.45pm. 

Colonel John Quintas, 
commander of the base’s 48th 
Fighter Wing, said: “Our 
heartfelt condolences go out 
to Captain Robertson’s family, 
friends and co-workers. 

“He was a loving husband, a 
great friend and an out¬ 
standing wingman. 

“His loss will be felt across 
our Air Force family. 

“The Liberty Wing will 
provide untiring support and 
assistance to his family during 
this difficult time.” 

Capt Robertson was 
married but had no children. 
He was originally from Fulton, 
Missouri. 

A memorial service was held 
at the base on Tuesday. 

The 48th Fighter Wing has 
one squadron of F-15C Eagle 
fighters and two squadrons of 
two-seat F-15E Strike Eagles. 



Jail term cut 
on appeal 

APPEAL court judges have reduced the 
sentence given to a former company boss 
for indecently assaulting two girls. 

James Ratcliffe, 68, who previously ran a 
racehorse transport business based in the 
Newmarket area, was jailed for three and a 
half years at Ipswich Crown Court earlier 
this year. 

Now the Court of Appeal in London has 
agreed to reduce his sentence by six 
months. 

Ratcliffe, of Lacey’s Lane, Exning, had 
denied JO charges of indecent assault. But 
he was convicted of six of them after a 
Crown court trial. 

At the trial, the jury heard he had 
indecently touched the girls, who were 
approaching their teens, around 10 years 
ago. 

The assaults were said to have continued 
over two to three years. 

Ratcliffe’s lawyers argued that the 
sentence passed by Judge John Devaux at 
Crown court was excessive and had been 
passed on the basis that one of the assaults 
was more serious than it actually was. 

Giving the judgment at the Appeal Court, 
Judge Michael Stokes, QC, said: “We have 
come to the conclusion that it would be just 
in this case to allow the appeal and 
substitute for the sentence of three-and-a- 
half years a sentence of three years’ 
imprisonment.” 

Ratcliffe will spend half of his new three- 
year term behind bars before being released 
into the community on licence. 

At Crown court it was said that Ratcliffe 
had been forced to give up his business 
because of the case and was facing financial 
ruin.

Farmers from 
across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and 
Suffolk were 
shown at the in- 
vitation- only 
event how acci¬ 
dents could 
occur. 

Qualified in¬ 
structors showed 
how accidents 
such as falls from 
height could 
happen as well as 
incidents involv¬ 
ing machinery 
and chemicals. 


The HSE said 
farming is one of 
the most danger¬ 
ous occupations 
with 45 people 
killed in agri¬ 
cultural acci¬ 
dents in 2009/10 
and 1,500 people 
seriously injured. 

David Head, 
principal in¬ 
spector of health 
and safety, said: 
“These demon¬ 
strations are 
designed to show 
just how easily 
accidents can 
happen. 

“They give 
farmers a clear 
message about 
the precautions 
they need to take 
to help protect 
themselves, their 
families and 
employees from 
harm.”

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Villagers meet over 
travellers’ site plan

VILLAGERS worried 
about proposals for an 
official travellers’ site 
packed a public meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday night. 

Around 250 people filled 
the village hall at Swaffham 
Prior and some had to stand 
outside and listen to the 
discussion through loud¬ 
speakers. 

They have set up a fight¬ 
ing fund to get professional 
advice to oppose proposals 
for up to 18 caravans on 
land east of Goodwin Farm 
in Heath Road, Swaffham 
Prior. 

The proposal is part of 
East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council’s site allo¬ 
cations options as part of 
the council’s local develop¬ 
ment framework. 

The site, owned by 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, is included in a list 
of nine which could provide 
a total of 38 pitches - each 
capable of taking three 
caravans. 

The district council’s site 
allocations options report 
says there is a minimum 
requirement of 54 pitches in 
the period to 2025.

But Cllr Allen Alderson, 
who represents the 
Swaffhams on the district 
council, said: “I’ll be 
fighting this. There is a 
great strength of feeling 
about this.” 

David Greenfield, who 
acted as independent 
chairman of the meeting, 
said a clear majority of 


people opposed the plans. 

He said they had 
decided on a co-ordinated 
approach to ensure that 
everybody had a chance to 
comment on the 
proposals before the 
council’s closing date of 
August 16 as well as 
employing a professional 
consultant to argue the 


case against the scheme. 

Martin Mead, who runs 
a building and ground¬ 
works business based in 
Heath Road, said: “These 
sites have a reputation of 
becoming a ‘no go’ area 
and we would have to go 
past it every day.” 

There are currently 
three official sites in the 


district - one at Burwell 
with eight pitches, 
another at Earith Bridge 
with 13 pitches and one at 
Wentworth, near Ely with 
eight pitches. 

Two other sites are 
proposed in Isleham 
Road, Fordham, and 
Newmarket Road, Botti- 
sham. 


School on alert 
after teen attack 


SECURITY has been 
tightened up at a 
village school after a 
knife-wielding teen¬ 
ager attacked a pupil. 

The youth, des¬ 
cribed as 14 years old, 
was reported to have 
been riding around 
Bottisham Village Coll¬ 
ege’s playgrounds on a 
BMX bike carrying a 
flick-knife. 

He assaulted the boy 
outside the schooEs 
drama block at about 
2.12pm on Tuesday 
last week. 

Riding the bike and 
wearing a black hoodie 
and jeans, the youth is 
said to have head¬ 
butted a 13-year-old 
pupil before making 
off. 

Several police veh¬ 
icles were called to the 
secondary school, 
which has more than 
1,000 pupils. 

A police community 
support officer has 
been drafted in to 
stand at the front of 
Bottisham Village 
College and staff have 
been “extra vigilant” 
after the incident. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: 
“A group of children in 
the swimming pool 
were kept there for a 
few minutes until the 
incident had been 
dealt with.” 

One pupil told the 


Weekly News : “There 
was this guy running 
around the school with 
a knife. 

“He head-butted a 
pupil from Year 8 
whose face was cov¬ 
ered in blood. 

“He was treated in 
the school infirmary 
The teachers were all 
in a line to rush every¬ 
one on to the buses at 
3pm. It was pretty 
scary stuff. 

“There were loads of 
police all over the 
school. Everyone is 
talking about it and 
there are loads of 
comments on Face- 
book.” 

School principal 
Kate Evans has written 
to parents of pupils at 
the school, reassuring 
them and explaining 
the situation. 

She told parents: 
“Since then, we have 
been extra vigilant 
around the site and a 
police community 
support officer has 
joined our duty team 
at the front of the 
school during lunch¬ 
time. 

“The students are to 
be commended for 
maintaining a calm 
and purposeful atmos¬ 
phere both in and out 
of lessons and, rest 
assured, we will 
continue to be vigilant 
and supportive of 
them.” 


Three hurt in head-on crash 

THREE people were injured in head-on crash 
between two cars which closed a road for nearly 
five hours. 

The two cars, a green BMW and a blue Honda 
Civic, ended up around 300 yards apart after the 
smash on the A1065 near the Lakenheath US Air 
Force base. Firefighters used cutting equipment to 
free the injured people after the smash which 
happened at around 6.30pm on Sunday. 

An emergency medical team from Magpas 
Helimedix at RAF Wyton attended the scene in 
their rapid response vehicle. 

A spokeswoman said that six patients were 
assessed at the scene. They treated a 21-year-old 
man and travelled with him to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in the ambulance. He was said to have 
been in a serious condition. 

Two other people were taken to West Suffolk 
Hospital, Bury St Edmunds. 

A third car is believed to have been involved in the 
crash. The road was closed until 11.15pm. 

Driver’s drug caution 

A MAN has been bailed on suspicion of drink 
driving and cautioned for possession of cannabis. 
At around 12.30am on Saturday, a 27-year-old 
Eastern European man from Newmarket was 
spotted by police in Walden Road, Great 
Chesterford, and was arrested on suspicion of 
drink driving. 

Police also found him to be in possession of a 
quantity of herbal cannabis, for which he received 
a caution. He has been bailed to appear at 
Braintree Police Station on August 17 in relation to 
the alleged drink driving offence. 

Man on harm charge 

A MAN has been charged with grevious bodily harm 
with intent following an incident outside a pub. 

The alleged victim suffered serious head and facial 
injuries in the incident on Valentine’s Day, February 
14, at a pub in Newmarket High Street. 

Dylan Houghton, 29, of Carter Street, Fordham, is 
due to face the charge at Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates’ court tomorrow.

Windmill on 
heritage ‘at 
risk register’ 


Optimism over 
£10.9m home 
of racing plans 


MORE than half the 
cash needed for a 
£10.9m project to create 
a major tourist attract¬ 
ion based on New¬ 
market’s horseracing 
heritage has been 
pledged. 

But a further £3 million is 
needed by next April to ensure 
that the Home of Horseracing 
project goes ahead. 

The £5.5 million already 
promised towards the long- 
awaited scheme, based on the 
town’s historic Palace House 
and Palace House Stables, 
includes more than £1.7 
million in public money from 
Forest Heath District Council 
and Suffolk County Council. 

Peter fensen, who chairs the 
Home of Horseracing Trust, 
said on Friday: “I am more 
optimistic than I have ever 
been that we will raise the 
money and it will happen.

“The economy and the 
market place are difficult at 
the moment, but I feel 
optimistic with the momen¬ 
tum we have got.” 

He said talks with “two or 
three” major potential backers 
was at an advanced stage. 

The district council which 
owns the historic buildings, 
dating from the reign of King 
Charles II, is due to hand 
ownership to the trust next 
April - as long as funding for 
the scheme is assured. 

The scheme includes mov¬ 
ing the National Horseracing 
Museum into the stables from 
its current location in New¬ 
market High Street. 

The Retraining of Race¬ 
horses charity is due to take 
over one of the stable yards 
where up to 15 horses could 
be stabled - and viewed by 


visitors. 

The British Sporting Art 
Trust is due to take over 
Palace House mansion - the 
surviving part of King 
Charles’s palace - to display 
priceless paintings currently 
held by London’s Tate gallery. 

Mr fensen said it was hoped 
that the project would be 
completed by 2012. But he 
admitted the schedule was 
“tight”. 

The scheme has been under 
discussion for more than 10 
years and Palace House 
stables have been empty since 
1985. 

Mr fensen said the trust 
would welcome an arcade link 
from the High Street to the 
project - as long as it was 
independently financed and 
did not affect the security of 
the buildings used as part of 
the project. 

Two proposals for an arcade 
from the High Street have 
been put forward. 


A 19th century windmill in 
Burwell has been added to 
English Heritage’s list of 
buildings at risk. 

Stevens’ Mill is one of the 
10 Grade I and II* listed 
buildings in the East of 
England to be added to the 
‘at risk register’ this year. 

The windmill, situated by 
the Burwell Museum on Fen 
Edge, was built in the 1820s 
by the Stevens family. It was 
closed last autumn pending 
repair works, which experts 
say will cost about £100,000. 

Greg Luton, the charity’s 
regional director, said: “In the 
current uncertain climate, 
English Heritage has two vital 
contributions to make. 

“First is our Heritage at 
Risk programme itself. It 
gives communities - local 
people, local authorities and 
the larger community of both 
official and voluntary 
heritage groups - accurate 
information about the condi¬ 
tion of local neighbourhoods 
encouraging them to 
become actively involved in 
restoring what is precious to 
them. 

“The second is our 
expertise and grants - where 
we can help to find solutions 
for problems and reassure 
that any public funding goes 
to the most needy and urgent 
cases.”

Knife-wielding addict 
spared jail sentence 


A DRUG user who 
approached a group of 
frightened teenagers 
in Newmarket carry¬ 
ing two knives has 
been spared prison. 

Long-term drug user 
John Harden, 45, was told 
by Judge David Goodin 
when he appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court that 
most cases of knife related 
crime resulted in imme¬ 
diate imprisonment. 

But he said as Harden 
was making efforts to tackle 
his problems and the 
incident had been started 
by someone else, the six- 
month prison term he was 
imposing would be sus¬ 
pended for 12 months. 

Harden, of Bishops Close, 
Haverhill, was told at the 
hearing on Monday last 
week: “Whether or not you 
go to prison will now be a 
matter for you.” 

A pre-sentence report 
said that Harden at one 
time had been receiving the 
area’s largest prescription 
for the heroin substitute 
methadone as he battled his 
addiction. At the height of 
his addiction he had been 
spending between £200 and 
£300 a day on illegal drugs. 

Harden pleaded guilty to 
possession of a bladed 
article in a public place and 
failing to surrender to cus¬ 
tody. 

The court was told that 
on May 16 last year, a group 
of young Polish teenagers

had been sitting on a bench 
in Market Square, New¬ 
market, when they were 
approached by Harden’s 
then girlfriend Nicola 
Osborne. 

Osborne, who last month 
was jailed for 15 months 
after admitting affray in 
connection with the same 
incident, had mistakenly 
believed that one of the 
youngsters had stolen her 
mobile phone. 

Prosecutor Michael 
Crimp said that as one girl 
phoned for police and an 
ambulance, the group saw 
Harden approach carrying 
two knives. 

Mr Crimp said: “What¬ 
ever his intentions were it 
clearly caused some alarm. 
It was accepted by the 
prosecution that Harden 
had pushed both knives 
into the ground and had not 
used them to make any 
threats.” 

Harden had a large 
number of previous con¬ 
victions for drug and theft 
offences but the last had 
been in 2005. He had been 
due to be sentenced with 
Osborne but failed to arrive 
at court that day after hear¬ 
ing of her jail term. 

Katherine Moore, miti¬ 
gating, said that Harden was 
not a habitual carrier of 
weapons and the offence 
had been entirely out of 
character.

Latest TattersalIs sale nets 
£6.1 m on almost 500 horses 



In our weekly column, 
reporter JOHN GOODE 
takes a look behind the 
racing scene to bring 
you news from in and 
around the stables. 


MORE than £6.1 million 
was spent at the latest 
racehorse sales in New¬ 
market. 

Nearly 500 horses were 
sold at the four-day 
Tattersalls July Sale at an 
average price of more than 
£12,800. 

A new record price for 
the sale was set when 
Business as Usual, owned 
by Paul Makin and trained 
in Newmarket by Michael 
Jarvis, sold for £483,000, 
beating the previous top 
price of £399,000. 

Last year’s July sale saw 
438 horses sold for £5.8 
million, but the average 
price was £13,300. 


Edmond Mahony, 
Tattersalls chairman, said: 
“In the current economic 
climate any bloodstock 
sale that posts increases 
has to be viewed in a 
positive light. 

“With a larger catalogue 
than last year we would 
have hoped to improve on 
the 2009 July Sale turnover,

THE tug-of-war for the affections of 
Bella Swan (Kristen Stewart) reaches 
a crucial juncture in the latest film 
based on Stephenie Meyer’s teen 
romances. 

In the same way that the film version 
of Harry Potter And The Prisoner Of 
Azkaban was the darkest and most 
satisfying instalment of its series, this 
third helping of brooding vampires and 
snarling werewolves is the most 
entertaining to date. 

Director David Slade deserves some 
of the credit, cranking up the tension 
between suitors Edward and Jacob 
against a backdrop of impending war 
between rival bloodsucking factions. 
The cast have also settled into their 
iconic roles and Pattinson, especially, 
runs the gamut of emotions as his 
fanged hunk risks losing his soul¬ 
mate. 

Screenwriter Melissa Rosenberg 
retains most of Meyer’s book, 


including a sexually charged stand-off 
in a tent. 

Graduation approaches for Bella, and 
the teen must choose between 
Edward (Pattinson), the vampire who 
won her heart, and Jacob (Lautner), 
the best friend who has snuck into her 
affections. 

Rejection for one could potentially 
ignite the ancient rivalry between the 
lycans and the bloodsuckers. 
Meanwhile, Victoria (Howard) returns 
to Forks, Washington, to kill Bella in 
revenge for Edward’s slaying of her 
lover. The avenger brings with her a 
new race of vampires with 
phenomenal strength, led by local boy 
Riley (Samuel), and only the 
combined forces of sworn enemies, 
the Cullens and the Blacks, can stop 
these ferocious, blood-crazed 


predators. 

Edward’s family members, Dr Carlisle 
(Facinelli), Esme (Reaser), Alice 
(Greene), Jasper (Rathbone), Emmett 
(Lutz) and Rosalie (Reed), prepare for 
battle. 

This fast-paced romp should delight 
ardent fans and draw in newcomers 
with briskly edited action sequences. 
The menage a trois generates the 
film’s dramatic momentum, leading to 
tears and tantrums as the enormity of 
the situation becomes apparent. 

Eclipse neatly sets the scene for the 
heartache of the final film, Breaking 
Dawn, scheduled for release in two 
parts in 2011 and 2012.

S cent comes into its 
own when you’re 
sitting outside on a 
balmy summer evening, 
taking in all the delicious 
fragrances the garden 
has to offer. 

I have two neighbours to 
thank for the sweet scent of 
mock orange which fills the air 
in my own garden - the 
fragrance wafting quite a 
distance from where these 
flowering shrubs are actually 
planted. 

There are fragrant plants for 
every garden throughout the 
year, from winter-flowering 
jasmine and mahonia to 
hyacinths, scented narcissus 
and viburnum in the spring, 
and summer-flowering 
lavender, rosemary, 
honeysuckle, roses, evening 
primrose, dianthus, nicotiana 
and stocks. 

It’s worth noting that the 
most strongly scented flowers 
are often white, or insignificant 
in appearance, but make their 
presence felt when you sniff 
the air. 

While flowers tend to have 
sweet, heady perfumes, leaf 
scents tend to be spicy.

Many plants with scented 
foliage need gentle stroking or 
pinching to release their 
perfume. It’s likely that the 
scents evolved as a deterrent to 
insect pests, but gardeners love 
them. 

New research from 
PlantforLife, an advice resource 
created by the Horticultural 
Trades Association, reveals 63 
per cent of people in the UK 
purchase floral and herbal 
scented products to enhance 
their health and well-being yet, 
when asked, just 32 per cent 
realised the plants they grow in 
the garden can provide die 
same effects. 

To address this lack of 
awareness and promote the 
benefits floral and herbal 
scents provide, PlantforLife has 
joined forces with 


aromacologist, Daniele Ryman, 
and celebrity plantsman Chris 
Collins, to show people how to 
give their garden a simple and 
healthy-scented makeover. 

“Although colour is an 
important part of any outdoor 
space, introducing different 
scents into your garden is 
essential to creating your 
perfect outdoor haven," says 
Chris. “Having beautifully 
scented plants outside not only 
means you can reap the health 
benefits, but planting a scented 
garden is a great way to help 
the environment and attract 
wildlife, like bees, back into 
your garden.” 

Roses are believed to have a 
calming fragrance which can 
help ease nerves. 

“When planting roses, 
consider the look and feel of 
what you would like to achieve, 
from creating excellent focal 
points to framing certain areas 
of your garden,” he adds. 

Lavender is well known for 
relieving stress, helping 
relaxation and aiding sleep. It is 
best planted in numbers, 
makes an ideal low hedge in 
the traditional cottage garden 
and doesn’t need really rich 
soil. However, it will need 
plenty of sun. 


Lily-of-the-valley, whose 
scent helps combat tiredness, 
only grows to 45cm and is 
ideally planted in moist shade 
under trees to make an 
effective ground cover. 

The Greeks used the herb 
rosemary to improve their 
concentration, but it is also 
known to be an energiser, and 
will thrive in sandy soil in a 
sunny position. Water it well in 
its first season and after that it 
should become reasonably 
drought-resistant. 

Scented climbers can also 
add more atmosphere and 
romance to a garden, whether 
cottage or modern in style. 
Among the most popular 
climbing plants with fragrant 
blooms are Clematis montana 
var. rubens ‘Elizabeth’, 
‘Jasminum officinale’ and 
‘Wisteria floribunda’. 

Fragrance is at its highest 
when it’s calm, so place 
scented plants in a sheltered 
spot away from the wind. 
Indeed, perfume is best 
captured on a patio, so make 
sure your pots or nearby beds 
are awash with a range of 
fragrant blooms to make the 
most of those delicious scents 
in the summer months.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Astilbe 

This favourite perennial 
brings colour and texture to 
the semi-shaded border with 
its feathery plumes - in colours 
ranging from creamy-white 
through lilac and pink to red - 
rising above neat mounds of 
deeply cut foliage in summer. 


The wispy plumes can also be 
left for winter interest. Astilbes, 
however, do need moist, lightly 
shaded soil to thrive - they are 
ideally planted in woodland 
locations between shrubs or by 
a pond - and can make good 
groundcover plants too. While 
most like boggy ground, A. 
chinensis ‘Pumila’ and A. 
’Superba’ can cope with drier 
soils and can tolerate sun, but 
you’ll need to keep the ground 
moist by mulching. They make 
good companions planted 
between shade-loving foliage 
plants such as hostas and 
rodgersias.

O’Brien said: “In his last piece of 
work he covered four furlongs in 45 
seconds - he is the most incredible 
horse. 

“The plan was for him to return 
to Australia after Ascot in time for 
the covering season, but everyone 
agreed to bring him here.” 

O’Brien later revealed 
Starspangledbanner would 
continue his racing career in 


Britain for this season at least.
